On February 26, 1982, the 
college community was deeply 
saddened to learn of the death of 
Sister Joan Ancilla Blake. Sister 
had given almost fifteen years of 
dedicated service to St. Joseph’s 
as well as to the Fort Greene 
community. The wake took place 
in the convent and the Mass of the 
Resurrection was celebrated at 
Queen of All Saints Church on 
March 1. Seven priests, including 
a cousin of Sister Joan, con- 
celebrated the Mass. Father 
Richard Ferris gave the homily. 
Burial took place at Sisters’ 
Cemetary at Brentwood. 

Sr. Joan Blake was a professor 
of Political Science for fifteen years. 
She served as the chairperson of the 
Social Science Department until 
last year. An alumna of St. Joseph’s 
Sr. Joan received her Masters and 



doctorate at St. John’s University. 

During her years at the college, 
Sister Joan was very much in- 
volved in all aspects of college life. 
She faithfully taught the courses 
in political science up to and in- 
cluding last semester. The student 
body stood in admiration of 
her perservence as it had be- 
come clear to us that her health 
was failing. More than one of us 
felt just a little guilty about an 
ocasional cut, when we knew that 
despite her own problems, she 
would still be there. She was also 
always ready and available for us 
after class whenever we needed 
her. 

Sister’s involvement in the ex- 
tra-curricular life of the college 
and in the neighborhood was an 
inspiration. We all know how 
much time and energy she devoted 
to the Political Affairs Club. She 



was an integral part of the club. 
Over the years she contributed her 
services to numerous community 
projects, including the work of the 
Pratt Area Community Council, 
the Clinton Hill Committee of 
Concerned Clergy, and the (BECA) 
program. She knew and cared not' 
only for St. Joseph’s but also this 
part of Brooklyn. 

When she entered the convent, 
Sr. Joan took the name “An- 
cilla.” We may not be ! .at in 
scholars, but we do know that 
“ancilla” means handmaid. She 
was surely telling us something of 
how she saw herself in taking that 
name. A bright, cultured, con- 
scientious woman with many gif- 
ts, she nevertheless was finally the 
handmaid of the Lord. We loved 
her and will miss her very dearly. 
May she rest in peace.

There is nothing more 
frustrating to students and faculty 
than to find the book that you 
want is not on the shelf.

The 
library loses a lot of books when 
people fail to check the books out 
and then subsequently neglect to 
return them. 



Libraries, which have studied 
the situation, estimate that bet- 
ween one and three percent of the 
collection is lost during a given 
year. This may not seem to be very 
alarming, but when this percen- 
tage is applied to our collection, 
which is in excess of just over 
90,000 books, the lost is 
staggering. 

The books that disappear are 
usually the newest and the most 
expensive. The books that the 



library loses are not that easily 
replaceable, becuase many 
publishers are not stocking as 
many books as they did in the 
past, for their inventories are now 
being taxed. 

The school is quite concerned 
with this matter and is considering 
an electronic surveillance system.

The movie never loses your at- 
tention, because where movies like 
these normally get tedious, Spacek 
and Lemmon keep you interested.
